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INTRODUCTION. 


The pingala poem edited in this volume is one of con¬ 
siderable interest, under several aspects. It was composed by 
Vithii Siijb Nagarajola. a Carana at the stipend of rau Jeta 
Si of Bikaner, about the year 1535 A.D., to celebrate a ^•ictorv 
obtained by the latter print^e over Kamran who from the 
Panjab had invadeil liis territory. The fa(!t that the Muham¬ 
madan historiaiiH do not even mention this unfortunate ad 
venture of the son of Bfi.bar, rmly enhances the value of th(‘, 
poem. vvIhcIi may thtis claim the credit of filling a small gap in 
the history of India. But the sidiject of the JHa SI rd Chanda 
is not restricted to the battle in which Kilmran was routiHl. 
Like all bardic? jjoems of some bulk and im})ortane<*, it contains 
also an introduction giving an account cjf the military exjdoits 
of ran Jeta Si's prodecc'ssors, from his ancestor (h1dd. the 
daring Rathora who was the tirst to witi for him.self arul his 
descendants the title of ran of Marwar, down to Vike'e, thc^ 
founder of Bikaner, and his son Lfina Knrana, the gallant 
father of Jeta Si. Indeed, the account of the exploits of Vlkb 
and Luna Karana, summary and obscure as it is, constitutes a 
document of some im]>ortance for the early history of .Bikant*r, 
perhaps the (.)ldest written account that has been ywoserved of 
the exordiums of this great State found(?d by the HaUicjras in 
the heart of the desert. But the poenn contains yet a third 
point of interest: the; vivid picture it draws before our eyes »»f 
the attitudes of the Rajputs, an attitude? of terror, hatrecl, aicd 
consternaticui, in the face of tlie victoi ious march of the Tar¬ 
tars, or, as they would improperly cadi them, Mugals, from 
Ferghana. 

The review of the exploits of rau Jeta Si’s ancc^stois, which 
forms the introductory part of the ])oem, is not the monotonous 
reading one might exi)ect, on the contrary, the very concise¬ 
ness of the narrative and the rapid succession in which the 
salient events are mentioned one after another, though not 
always in due chronological order, gives to the verses a move¬ 
ment which appears varied and pleasant. No doubt, the emi¬ 
nently epical and romantic character of the personages them¬ 
selves and of their exploits greatly contributes to create such 
an impression. It is the stor 3 '^ of a gradual but at the same 
time amazingly rapid conquest on the part of a vigorous race, 
who in the narrow space of four generations succeeded in sul)- 
jugating to its sway the greatest part of the Rajputana desert 
from the chain of the Aravalli to the bed of the Naiwal, a 
stitch of over three hundred miles. As the protagonists of 
this prodigious conquest file off before our eyes, one after 
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another, Hhrouded in their armours, we fancy we can still see 
the fire of the eyes in their empty orbits and hear the cry with 
which they used to encourage their men at the time of the on¬ 
slaught. They breathe life through the immortal verses of the 
bard and react the story of their lives, a story of battles. 
From the small outpost of Salavari * assigned to him by his 
relative the raula of Mahevb, Cudd, a man without inheritance, 
makes hims(*lf lord of Mandora and gains the dignity of ran 
(2 0). Then snatches Nagdra from the Muhammadans and 
subjugates a considerable portion of the territory of the Mohi- 
las in the north-east, thus founding a large principality (7-9). 
But just as he reaches the apogee of his glory^ a coalition formed 
against him by the governor of Multan, the ran of Piigaja, and 
the Saklialas of Jagalii surprises him unprepared at Nagdra and 
compels him to take the only honourable eourse open to a 
Rajput in similar straits : sally forth and rush into the thick- 
Ovst of the enemy to court au immortal death (11*20). His 
principality falls to pieces, but Mandora remains to his sons, 
and one of these. Kina Mala, with the help of rand Mokala of 
Cltora succieeds in uniting in his hands tin? possession of Man¬ 
dora and of Sojhata, another important stronghold north-west 
of the Aravalli. Rina Malays death is evt^n more unfortunate 
than his father’s, for Kubhd, the dcvspot of Oltora. murders 
him in his sleep and deprives his son and heir ol all his pos- 
session.s (2l~24). This son and heir is Jodhd. Driven into 
exile by the assassin of his father, this yomig man sharpens his 
sword in a hut of the desert and pro])ares himself for a deter¬ 
mined guerrilla against the garri.s(uis jdaced by Kubhd in the 
land which is his. One after the other the outposts of Cltora 
are shattered to pieces by the sword of the Rathdra, Mandora 
is reconquered, and Me war itself is attacked and ravaged (25-30). 
The land is thus redeemed and Rina Mala is avenged, but the 
spectre of the latter is uot satisfied until Jodhd makes a pil¬ 
grimage to (hiya to make for his father the offer of the funeral 
cakes (31- 33). Before passing away from the scene of the 
world, .jodhd adds to his fame yet another laurel: a victorv 
obtained over the Pathanas at Fatehpiir (34-37). 

With Jodhd’s son, Vikd, begins, the independent history of 
Bikaner. This enterprising youth leaves his motherland and 
goes to settle on its northern borders among the Sakhalas of 
JSgaju (40). Thence, turning his eyes to the north-east where 
a vast tract of country partly in the hands of peaceful J&tas 
and partly of bellicose Mohilas invites his ambition, Vikd embarks 
on a campaign of conquest which in a short time makes him the 
lord of all the desert from the borders of Piigala to those of 
Hissar, and from the Ghagghar stream to the borders of Nagdra.

With his< victorious sword, he now knocks at the door of 
Div^araiira, Milmana-Vahana (43), Depftjapiira, Bha^n^ra, 
Vlthondo, Sarasd (44), Hirnsara. Nagara, Naraharl (45), Fateh- 
pnra (46), and Nagora (47); the State of Bikaner is thus estah- 
lished and the foundations of its capital are also laid in 
Sam vat 1542 (49). What a splendid monument of human en¬ 
terprise and determination this man, Viko, leaves to his |X)S' 
terity ! Departed from the cliflPs of Mandora with a handful 
of followers, he now possesses an army capable to accept a 
fight with powerful enemies like the Langahs of Multan (43. 
48), the imperials of Jhujhanil (46). and the sidmlar of Ajmer 
(47) ! But the glorious figure of Viko has already passed away 
to leave room on the screen for his great son. Liina Karana, the 
formidable horned bull,” the “ sun of the race ” as the bard 
is |>leased to call him. 

I^he bard must have seen the best days of the rule of Luna 
Karana, and this ex})lains why his d<!Scription of the exploits 
of this ruler is more detailed and accuratti. Unscrupulous to 
the ])oint of dispossessing a younger brothcT to make himself 
more secure (63-4), Liina Karana is not slow in loosening 
the strings of his purse to captivate the afi'ections of his 
subjects: he feeds the poor in a year of famine (54-5), and 
ingratiates to himself the bards by gifts of horses and ele¬ 
phants (56, t)2). The ne^^ly founded capital of the desert, the 
city of Bikaner, is already dressed in all the pomp nnd cir¬ 
cumstance of a great court; gems glitter in the darbar hall, 
chiefs of rank attend, caparisoned elephants are tied at the 
posts outside the gate, fiags fiutter on the top of the palace, 
while bards and dancers from Gujarat recite panegyrics and 
perform in the presence of the Rau (51-6). But the sword of 
Viko does not rust in the hands of his son, nor do the comforts 
of prosperity make the latter forget that fighting spirit which 
had made possible the creation of a State so vast and w hich was 
now required to defend and consolidate it. One of the great 
military achievements of Liina Karana is a defeat w hich he by 
means of a night attack inflicts on Muhammad Khan of Nagora, 
who had brought an army against Bikaner (57-61). Another 
is an expedition which he makes into the territory of Jesalmer 
putting the Bhatis to flight and compelling the helpless Raula 
to take shelter within the walls of the capital, while the Rat hora 
cavalry raids the country all around (67-73). A third campaign 
is one against the Rau of Jodhpur, and this is undertaken by 
Luna Karana in company with the Khan of Nagora (74-5). 
Elated b}^ all these victories and burning with the desire of 
new conquests, the son of Viko, the undaunted and indomitable 
Luna Karana, unfurls once more his banners and leads his army 
towards the east (76). With lightning rapidity he takes Dida- 
vano and puts the Mew'ari feudatories to flight (78-9), then, 
reinforced by Daulat Khan of Nagora (?, 80), marches on Jhu- 
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jhanu, and thence by the way of Naraharl and Sihghand directs 
his army towards Naranola (81). But while he is encamped 
at Paficerl, a large body of Pathanas falls on him (82). The 
forces are unequal : the enemy, supported by artillery (83), 
makes a terrible onslaught, the lines of the Bikaneris are broken, 
and two sons of the Ran, Pratilpa 8l and Vera Si, are felled be¬ 
fore the eyes of their father (84-6). Luna Karana finds himself 
alone, his army is shattered and he is asked to surrender his 
elephants ; but can a scion of Cfldo surrender ? Like a woun- 
decl boar, he throws himself into the middle of the enemy army 
and falls transfixed by a hundred spears (881)3). 

8uoh were the deeds of the ancestors of deta Si, the great 
rau who now adorns with his person the gaddl of Bikaner. He 
is, of course, a son of Lilna Karana and a mighty giant like his 
father, an incrollable pillar set up as it were to support the 
weight of the sky (94). Look at the majesty of this monarch 
who, wise as Sahadeva, sits under the regal parasol fanned by 
chowries of a spotless white (95) ! Ten great chiefs serve at 
his gate (96). And who can describe the splendour of his 
capital and th(i prosperity of his subjects ? In the streets of 
Bikaner you see to-day so much silk that you really wonder if 
this is tlie dahgala country * or not rathei* Kasniir (99). Every¬ 
where beautiful woimm full of grace and modesty, everywhere 
fierce-lookirig warriors used to handle the sword (100), every¬ 
where stables of horses, everywhere gold and all kinds of 
wealth (101), And how beautiful the city with its rich bazar 
crow'ded by menjhauts, lords of ifacs, its neat balconies, its un¬ 
conquerable ramparts, its impassable moat (102), its tanks 
brimming with water ! Is this not a ret\irn of the happy 
reign of Hama over the earth (103) ? What a contrast makes 
the peaceful prosperity of the inhabitants of Bikaner with the 
cataclysmic condition of poor Hindustan! Here rulers and 
subjects, provinces and principalities, arc tossed about like help¬ 
less rafts in a storm, ever since a few^ years ago the barbarians 
from the north, the frightful Mugals of Babar, swept over the 
country like a deluge. 

What a rapid progress was theirs! One after the other 
Bh&khara, Arora (113), Satalamera (115), Divaraura (116), 
Mumana-V^lhana, Maro^ (117), Uca, Miilatana (117), Bheharo, 
Bago (118), lihambheri, Mangalora, Jarnii (118), Siramora, 
Lahora, Dejmlapura (119), Bajavaro, Kothi (123 , Samana 
(123), and many other places were sw ept away like st^aw^s. 
In vain the emperor Ibr&him tried to arrest the irruption; 
thougli his army numbered more than a hundred thousand, it 
was of no avail, and he was himself overcome and killed

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(124-6). Dhlll, Agar6, and Bayano fell into the hands of 
Babar (126-7), the Pathanas were pursued as far as Canderl 
(127), Jaupura was taken, and Ajodhya with the whole of 
Bihar, even as far as Jagannatha and Panduo, was subjugatc'd 
(127-130). The Rano of Mevvar, Sag6, the door of Hinduism, 
marched on Agard determined to free the country from the 
Mugal [wst. but at Sikarl, alas!, was defeated, clipped of his 
pride, and deprived of his elephants (i;{2-6j. Then came the 
turn of Alavara and the other cities of Mewat, which count] y 
was overrun and subjugated together wdth Ariilx^ri, SSbhari, and 
Nagora (137-140). In short, all the strongholds of Hindustan 
have crumbled one after the otlier to dust under the tread of 
the Mugals, and all the princes and chiefs have bowerl their 
heads in submission ; only Bikaner remains firm and incrol- 
lable like an island of rock in the middle of the tempest (141). 

Now B«abar is dead, and his sons have iidierited his con¬ 
quests. One of those. Kamard, or. as the Mnhnmmadans would 
call him, Kamran. has set himscdf up as an independent 
sovereign in Lahdra, whence looking routid he can see all 
the neighbouring countries dominated by the Mugals ex¬ 
cept one, this one Bikaner. Can the proud Kamard suffer 
rau Jeta Si to stand aloof, unbending and unconcerned, 
when all the other chiefs of Hindustan have come to do hom¬ 
age and to pay tribute ? No, no. Jeta Si too must bow his head. 
Arms! arms I we wdll march against this Ran of the desert. 
Orders arc given and from all parts of the country the Mugal 
soldiers assemble in Lahdra (142-4). What a huge army! 
What frightful faces! Tall and stout, with broad distorted 
features, red-complexioned, with monkey-like visages, armed 
with bows of the weight of thirty-five Uiiikm, the Mugals gather 
round their whinnying horses (145-151). horses of all colours 
(152) and breeds : mountain-breds, Ma^akis, Tartars, Arabs, 
Khurasanis, Makuranis (15.3), and mounting in a fury (154), 
take the road of the south (155). Accompanied by the sound 
of warlike dnims and other instruments of all descriptions, 
like a multitude of noisy cranes (158-9) they come down in a 
cloud of dust, taking delight as they march in shooting arrow's 
at the binls of the sky (160)—thos(‘ terrible arrows of theirs 
which never miss (148) ! The Satalaja is crossed, and passing 
between Vlthondd and Abhohara ‘ (161), the Mugal army 
swoops dow'n upon Bha^nera (162). 

Here they surround the fort and pitcli their tents. Kheta Si 
Ararakamalota, a KSdhala Rat bora, one of the bravest and 
most faithful of Jeta Si’s vassals, is in command of the fort, and 
to him the Mugals send envoys to suggest submission (163-4). 
Opening his mouth as w ide as he can, the Rathora warrior with

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the full force of his wrath and indignation howls in reply to 
the enemy: ‘ Come, Sultan! Come and face my spear! 
(165), A reply worthy of a Rathora! The Mugals besiege the 
fortress (167) and begin to ram into it a hail of arrows (168) 
and cannon shots (169), but the defenders hold firm until the 
besiegers escalade the walls and pour inside like the innumer¬ 
able host of the monkeys of Rama when they took Lanka 
(170-1). Bha^ndra is expunged, but Kheta Si is not a prisoner : 
with a garland of tulasl round his neck (171) and the naked 
sword in his hand, the son of Araraka Mala throws the gate 
open (174) and sallies forth like a mad elephant to spread des¬ 
truction in the enemy camp. He is at last overcome by 
numbers, but what matters ? Even though he is killed and 
Bha^nera is taken, the banner oi glory which he has planted 
in the sands of Marwar flies high and conspicuous over the 
whole plain of Hindustan (176)! 

Emboldened by their success against Bhatanera, the Mugals 
lose no time in continuing their march southwards, and rush 
into the Thai! (177-9). With all the speed of their horses they 
come down, one hand holding the reins and the other the bow 
(180), and terror-stricken the ])opulation flees before them 
(181-4). As they advance, they appear so numerous that all 
the four directions of the sky seem to be filled with bustle and 
clamour (185). The news spread that an irigent Mugal army 
is marching on Bikaner! I’resently the meswsengers from 
Kamard arrive and declare before rau JcHa 8 l tht^ terms which 
the Mugal king intends to dictate: Come before Kamaro 

without delay, and bring ten crores of gold, and a bride (187)!” 
On hearing these infamous propo-sals. the scuon of Viko, the 
crown of the Rathdra clan, blazes forth his iiidignation with 
the fierceness of a fire aided by an impetuous wind (188-9), and 
even before the messengers could shut tfieir mouths, he drives 
them away crying: Avaunt! Avaunt! Go back to your 

Kamar5 and tell him that as Mal5 routed Nenijlr (190), so 
shall Jeta 8 l do to him. Tell him that no Rathora has ever fled 
before a Muhammadan. Tell him that Cudo beat Vijuli Khan 
(191). Tell him that ran 8 ata 8 alla put to flight Peroj Khan. 
Tell him that Kina Mala slew Mahamand Khan (192). Tell 
him that Jodho killed Sarang Khan with his own hand, and 
that rSu Satala routed Ser Khan (193). Tell him that Viko 
drove before himself the imperials of Delhi. Tell him that Dudo 
destroyed 8 iri 5''6 and took his elephants (194). Tell him that 
iny father Lilna Karana put to flight Mahamand Khan (of 
Nagora), and that ran GSgo routed the present chief of Nagora 
and captured his elephants (195). In the same way shall 1 
beat Kamaro. Avaunt! Be gone ! ” Back go the messengers 
to the Patisaha and report that Jeta Si intoxicated with pride 
refuse.s to leave his fort (196). 

The Mugals who had halted some distance from Bikaner, 
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resume their march as the suu sets, making .straight for this 
city. Marching all night by the light of their torches they 
arrive liefore liikaner at daybreak (203). What a sight the 
dense mass of elephants and horses and men advancing over 
the ondulations of the sand, with their weapons, and shields, 
and armours, and (japariaons glittering and a|)arkliug in the 
morning vsun ! (V>ming right under the walla of the city, they 
beat their drums (207). and holding their bows higli over their 
heads, cry with one voice ; “ Let us block the g?ite of the fort 
and raid the country (208) ! ” But Jeta Si, pu.slnng before him¬ 
self his frightened subjects like a boar its litth’ ones, is already 
leaving the fort to frustrate the enemy design. 'Phe Mugals 
arrive just in tinn* to see liim depart and to hear the deafening 
noise of his drums, but dare not provoke him and let him pass 
unmolested (209-13). Then they jiitch their tents in the open 
(214-15) and send a detachment to occupy the fort, but a 
Rajput fort, though vacated, is never given up without a 
sacrifice of blood. Bhoja Raja, a Rupfuita Rathora, and four 
Jetuhga Bhatls have made a vow to defend it and keep up 
the honour of the Rajputs, and with their manly breasts block 
the passage of the gate to the invaders. It is only by passing 
over their bodies that the Muga] cavalry can enter into Bika¬ 
ner (210-17). 

An easy victory !, must have thought Kamaro. Jbit ran 
deta Si has not been defeateil nor has he fled : he has only 
retired in order to rally all his forces and preserve liberty of 
movements. Will he not exert himself now to liberate his 
country from the hated invaders i See : since he left Bikaner 
he has never rested, he has made the saddle of liis horse his 
throne (218-22). He has collected all his warriors and he now 
otdy waits for the right moment to fall on tlie enemy and rout 
him (223). Sec ; the moment has already come. There lie 
stands, the brave Ran. surrounded by his brothcjrs and the 
flow er of the Bikaner nobles, there he stands supervising the 
distribution of the horses preparatory to the attack (227). 
One by one, the grooms lead the beautiful animals before the 
Rau, and one by one the nobles mount on saddle under his 
eyes. Each warrior receives a charger worthy of himself; 
indeed, they are all .splendid beasts, worth a lac each or more 
and represent all the be.st breeds found over the face of the 
earth, not excluding the foremost of all breeds, the breed of the 
divine horses of the Sun! How can a poet describe them ( 
Their pointed mobile ears are like an ow l’s (245, 2fl3, 344), their 
long necks like a cock's (263, 277, 278, 288, 291) or a peacock’s 
(245, 282), their long nervous legs like a monkey’s (273, 291), 
their mouths so small that they can drink water from the hol¬ 
low^ of one hand (273. 276, 345), their breasts so strong that 
they can shatter to pieces even a wall (325, 346). Supple like 
flshe.s and agile like monkeys (278), they shy even at their own 
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shade (338), and dance like a dancing-girl at the beating of 
hands (239, 252, 294. 315. 323. 324); like peacocks they display 
their long tails in the air (252), and like monkeys (246, 267, 
277, 325. 331) or like deer (242, 251. 292, 320) they jump in a 
wonderful wise. In swiftness they vie with the wind (260, 
275), and enable the rider to (^atch the neck of the fleeing deer 
between the bow and its string (277, 287, 312). And as for 
their training, well, they are so used to the bustle of battle 
that at the first beat of the warlike drums they are off with 
such impetus that no one would think of detaining them (289) ; 
going straight for the enemy, they dash against the points of 
the spears and carry their rider so close to the adversary that 
he can fight him with a knife, if it so pleases him (269). 

Jlari Raja is the first to mount on the horse JethI (234), 
then follow Teja 8l, the Rail’s brother, on Gahgajala (235), 
Ratana Si, another brother of the Ran. on Sihgarathata (236), 
and Riimard, a third brother of the Ran, on Pabiipasau (237). 
3’hcn in due order mount Neta. 8l on Kevantapasau (238), 
iSSgalo on Oualera (239). Dugaio on Valaho (240), Dodo * (241), 

M.alo on Khavasa (242), Sahara 8i on Kalytinapanca (243),

Calmvana, on 
C^aliradhala (33(t), the Solahathas tklharana and Megha on 
Kahutara and Harinagala (331. 332), Vaniyd on Bhainarad 
(333), (loga De on Sahanahadivd (334), tlu^ Indas tJgd and Nara 
Singha on SabhSu and Jhiithwo (335, 336), Midaniyd on 
Mugutiyd (337), Karana on Patasutra (338), the Haharas I)u> 
gard and Riipiyd on Mrighuldand Salevd (339, 340). and lastly 
the Pariharas Rama and Madana on Siirijapasau and Kavilivd 
(341, 342). 

Altogether, one hundred and nine picked warriors mounted 
on horseback, spear in band, in front of ran Jeta Si, and when 
they were all mounted (343), the Hau ordered his favourite 
charger to be brought, the incomparable Sarupa (344). The 
grooms goto fetch him. but the noble animal, beating the ground 
aith his hoofs and wagging his tail, keeps them at bay and 
looking towards Jeta Si, seems to speak : ‘* () Ran of the 

Rathoras, if thou wilt mount on me come thyself! (347-49).'* 
Jeta Si reassures him : “ Come. Caruda-like vehicle ! Thou 

art of the seed of the horses of the Sun and I am of the seed of 
Viko. Come, lor I will thrown thee right upon the enemy 
banners (349-50).*’ The horse is appeased at the sound of Jeta 
Si’s voice, and five grooms at once jump on him and liberate his 
head from the halter and his feet from the shackles (351), and 
put on him the bridle, and the saddle, and the armour, and the 
different ornaments (352-55). Rftu Jeta »Sl puts his feet in the 
stirrup and mounts, like the Lord * on Garnda (356). 

Then, after marcliing tlm army to a convenient distance 
from the Mugal camp (358-65), ran Jc>ta Sl orders a halt for 
the purpose of distributing the armours. The right moment 
for the attack has come : men and horses are clad in steel as

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bright as a mirror (365-68). about half the space of the night 
is elapsed, and the waning moon illuminates the white tents of 
the Mugals. Famous in the annals of the Rajputs shall be this 
memorable hour of the fourth day of the dark fortnight of 
MargaSlrsa of the year 1591 of Vikramaditya (371)! But lo! 
the Hat bora drums have already broken the silence of the 
night and the warriors of Jeta Si are already charging with all 
the speed of their horses at the sleeping enemy. Th?* Mugals 
spring to their feet crying : *• Muhammad ! ”, and grasp their 

swords and their bows (372-73). A sliower of arrows falls on 
the onrushing Rathoras, but raising the cry “ Je Rama!” 
they are in a moment among the tents (374). Their fury is 
like that of tigers that have broken the chains wherewith they 
were bound (375). 8ago leads the onslaught (376-77), but 
J^ta Si cannot suffer to remain behind and vying in intrepidity 
with the bravest of his warriors, throws his Sarupa where the 
scuffle is the fiercest (377-81). Like a lion in a herd of elephants, 
HO looks the gallant Rftu among the Islamites (381-82). The 
Rathdra swords play havoc smiting, and piercing, and shattering 
armours, and chopping heads and limbs (383-87), and the irre¬ 
sistible onslaught gains ground with the rapidity of a deluge, 
till the camp is all inundated and bursts on all sides like an 
overfilled reservoir whereof the embankments have given way 
(388-90). The Mugals are routed, and the camp is all a wel¬ 
tering mass of blood and carnage (393-95). Glory to Jeta Si! 
For in the same waj*^ as Rama rescued Sita, even so has he 
rescued his land (395), and has liberated from the impious 
barbarian the captured women and cows of Bikaner (398). 
Exult O land of Maru ! For the invaders from Khurasan, the 
Mugals of Kainaro, routed and decimated by Jeta ST, are now 
fleeing for their lives to Lfthdra (399)! 

In spite of minor poetical inaccuracies and exaggerations, 
which ill a work of this kind are quite excusable, the historical 
value of the main information contained in the poem is indis¬ 
putable. The JUa St rd Chanda was undoubtedly composed 
shortly after Jeta Si*s victory in Sain vat 1591, at any rate it 
was certainly composed before Sam vat 1598, in which year 
Jeta Si fell on the field of honour while trying to defend 
Bikaner from the rapacious aggression of ran Mala I)e of 
Jodhpur. But tlie Jeia Si rd Chumia by Vithu Sujo is not the 
only work composed to celebrate the Bikaneri victory over 
Kamran. Another similar poem, bearing the same title and 
written on exactly the same plan and in the same style, is ex¬ 
tant in the Bikaner Darbar Library, and it is obvious that 
this too must have been composed on the vsame occasion. 
This poem is somewhat bulkier and comprises 485 stanzas, but 
the name of its author is unfortunately not recorded. However, 
there can be no doubt that this author must have been a Car- 
ana, probably an emulator of our 8uj6, and like the latter a 
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man who ‘ ate the salt ’ (»f rfiu Jeta Si. Sindhftyaca Dayfll i 
Dasa in his Khyata of Bikaner * mentions a poem in chanda^ 
in honour of Jeta Si composed by Vithii Meho,* but in the 
absence of other and better evidence it would perhaps be too 
ra.sh to infer that this Vlthu Mehd is the author of the ades- 
potic Chanda. Anvliow, the point that only matters here is the 
perfect agreement existing lietwotm the two homonymous |)o«Mns 
in relation to the main facts related, an agreement which is 
especially striking in tlie enumeration of the picked w arriors of 
Bikaner who mount on horseback before the Kau. previous t<» 
the famous night battle. Here not only tlie names (d the men 
are identical in both the accounts, but even the names of their 
particular chargers are the same in l)otli cases.Thus one 
poem confirms the authenticity of the otlier. and both taken 
togetlier constitute an historical docunK'nt of tlie first import¬ 
ance for the knowledge of this otherwi.se unknown ejiisode of 
tlie history of mediaeval India. 

It is, I think, unnecessary to give here a detailed account 
of the contents of the anonymous Jeta SI rd Chanda, as com¬ 
pared with ours. 1 have already said that th(‘ two jioems are 
composed on exactly the same lines. Tlie anonymous ('handa 
also begins with a genealogical introduction much as our poem, 
the only diffeiviice lietwe.en the two being that the former is 
much more diffuse, and insttawl of starting fixim ran CSdo 
start.? from Salakbo, ran Cudb’s grandfather. The narrative 
however runs inde])endently in each of the two accounts, and 
particulars which are omitted by Siijo are often given by 
Anonym and vice ver.sa ; indeed, in several ])lace.s one poem 
integrates and .supplements the other. Thus the death of 
Babar which is not even so much as mentioned in SujtVs poem, 
i.s clearly alluded to by Anonym (2fi3-(U), and the numbin' of 
the Bikaneri cavalrv that routed Kamraii. which is not given 
by Sujd, is described by Anonym as consisting of one thousand 
cuiras.siers, probably an approximative round figure (427). 
Again, the day of the night battle is given as Saturday by 
Sujo (371) and as Sunday by Anonym (455). a diserepan' v 
which is ea.sily accounted for by the .suppo.sition that the 
former considered the day preceding the momentous night, and 
the latter the day following it. This and other minor dis¬ 
crepancies show that though composed on the same lines, the 
two poems are no slavish imitations of one another, on the con¬ 
trary, it is certain that they were written quite independently.

J* In twelve cases only, the names of the horses disagree, but these 
few exceptions far from disproving the gtmeral fact of the close agri'emcnt 
of the two poems with one another, only show^ that these are independent 
and that one poem is not a copy nor a deriv'atioii from the other. 
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The close similarity, nay almost identity, of language, vocabu¬ 
lary, style, similes, etc., in the two works, is explainable with 
the consideration that both their authors belonged to the same 
period and to the same place, and had probably gone througli 
the same curriculum in their respective training. 

Of minor importance are two short extemporaneous com¬ 
positions in chappaya kavitUm, which likewise commemorate 
the battle in which Jeta Si routed Kamran. The one is by (k>r6 
and the other by Sivo, probably two contemporary Oaranas of 
Bikaner. But, as is generally the case with extemporaneous 
commemorative songs, these two compositions contain very 
little historical information beyond the main statement that 
Jeta Si routed Kamran. Both are in IMhgaJa and are preserved 
in the same manuscript volume, dating from the time of Akbar 
and of raja Rai Siiigha of Bikaner.* 

Thus there is ample contemporary evidence in existence to 
dispel any doubt that could possibly be entertaininl as to the 
accuracy of the information supplied by the bardic and histori¬ 
cal literature of Bikaner concerning Kamran’s expedition 
against this State and his subsequent defeat at the hands of 
rau Jeta 8l. The date given by the two Chandm for the latter 
event (Sanivat 1591) falls within the period when Kamran, as 
we know from the Muhammadan chronicles, was consolidating 
himself in the Panjab. From the Bikaneri sources we know 
that Bha^nora, the important stronghold on the Bikaner-Pan- 
jab frontier, had been conquererl by Kheta 8l Ararakamalota, 
a vassal of rau Jeta 8l, some time after the latter’s accession 
in Sainvat 1583. or thereabout. Naturally, Kamran must have 
felt tempted, if not actually compelled, to expel the Rathoras 
from Bhatanora, and after doing it, he probably resolved to 
continue his inarch southwards and inflict on Bikaner such a 
blow as would prevent the Rathoras from attempting to re¬ 
conquer their lost conquest. Though defeated and obliged to 
beat a liasty retreat from the fort of Bikaner, he did not fail 
in his object altogether, for Bhatanera remained in his hands 
and the Rathoras were unable to reconquer it for several 
years. The question remains as to whether Kamran led his 
expedition against Bhatanera and Bikaner in person. From a 
literal interpretation of the poems it would seem that he did 
so. But a literal interpretation might be misleading in a case 
like this, as it is a common practice with the bards to exagger- 
at(> the importance of an enemy army not only by multiplying

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its numbers, but also by increasing the rank and authority of 
its leader. Thus if a Ra jput Chief of the time of Akbar has 
defeated a detachment sent by the latter to reduce liim to 
obedience, his bards will as a rule praise him as a defeater of 
Akbar himself. We do not know if this is no^ th(‘ case with 
our poems also.* 

It is not surprising that the later Bikaneri tradition should 
have much embellished and even luisn^presented tlie actual 
facts of rail Jeta Si\s victory over Kamran. One instance of 
this is the absurd story that Kamran’s atta(‘k was provoked 
by a Jain ascetic of Bhatanera, who in revenge for some 
offence received from ran Jeta Si, went to the court of Kam- 
ran and persuaded him to undertake an expedition against 
Bikam'r. Another instance is the wav in which the Carana 
accounts attribute to Karanijl—the tutelary goddess of Bika¬ 
ner, a Caranl!—all the crwiit for the victory, much to th(‘ dis 
credit of ran Jeta Si and of his nobles, w)io have nobody to 
thank for their great achievement but their own valour, 
courage, and patriotism. These Parana accounts say that at 
the sight of the vast Mugal army approaching, ran Jeta Si 
lost heart and fled to the shrine of Karanijl at Desanoka, and 
that in reply to his supplications the goddess appeare:! to him 
and told him to deliver a night attack that she would be on 
hi? side. Jeta 8l did so and the moment lu‘ engaged tlie enemy, 
Karanijl through her supernatural power rained a hail of shafts 
on the Mugals who were completely destroyed. That Karanijl 
had not the least part in the battle or in tlie events preceding 
it, is most decisively proved by the two Chanda^ themselves, 
which though contemporary with tlie facts and though com¬ 
posed by Caranas wlio, as smJi, had a special intiTCst in the 
exaltation of a goddess belonging to their ])artieular caste*, con¬ 
tain no mention of and no allusion what-evt*!’ to Karanijl.^ :\ 
third instance is in the legend current in Bikaner that Kamran 
in his hurried retreat dropped his royal urntirella near the 
village of Cho^riyd and that it fell into the hands of his pur¬ 
suers. 

To revert now to our poem. Ah the title implies, tlie 
iK)em is in the chanda metre of the 'pddhart, or as it is called in 
the manuscript, jmgharl variety. This is a stanza of four lines, 
whereof the first rhymes with the second and the third with 
the fourth, and all consist of sixteen prosodiiial instants each. 
The regular type of line is 5 + 3 + 5-13, but sometimes the

duho, and the kalaso, the last-mentioned one being a stanza of 
six lines, rhymed in pairs, whereof the first four lines number 
twenty-four prosodical instants each, and the last two lines 
twenty-eiglit each. 'I’he kalasn is always used as a terminal 
stanza at the conclusion of a poetn in chanda'f^. hence its name. 
The rule of the vhiasafjm i.s ob.served throughout, l^he lan¬ 
guage is pure Dihgala 

Of this valuable poem, the JHn rd Chanda by Vithu 
Sujo, two manuscripts only are extant to-day, the one dated 
Sarnvat 1029, and the other, unfortunately of very little im¬ 
portance ii] that it is a derivation from the former, dated 
Sain vat 1707-1811. Both are preserved in the Darbar Library 
in the Fort of Bikaner, and I liave for the sake of convenience 
marked them C and D reajiectivcly.* To edit a poem of tlie 
hulk, age.and difficulty of thc»y(V(/ SI rd Chandaivom manuscript 
materials so scanty, ill seem, indeed, bold if not rash also, 
hut 1 may mention for my justification that the manuscript P, 
apart from the fact that it is dated only about thirty years 
from the composition of the poem, is generally very accurate 
and reliable, and that the reading, except in very few places, is 
absolutely safe, though the meaning may sometimes be ambigu¬ 
ous and obscure. Besides, it has seemed to me that as there 
are apparently no other copies of the Chanda in existence, —at 
least within the limits of the Bikaner State where, if anywhere, 
they would be most likely to be found,—there was no plaus¬ 
ible reason for delaying the publication of a work which is 
important enough to deserve to be rescued from oblivion at 
the earliest possible moment. One more word with regard to 
orthography. In the edition of the text, conforming myself 
with the practice prevailing in old manuscripts, I have adopted 
the archaic spellings ah aii in the place of the more recent 
ai, au. Whether the two vocal elements in the compounds ai, 
ail were still pronounced with a distinct hiatus at the time of 
Suj6, may be contested,* but it is certain that in the earlier 
half of the sixteenth century A.D., when the poem was written, 
the normal form of sfHdliiig ^^as still considered to be ai, an. 
In fact, this form of spelling is the one generally followed in
